wholesale level. In May, 1920, the 
bureau says prices averaged 167.2 
per .cent of the 1926 average. Re 
lating the index points to percent- 
ages, there is less than 3 per cent 
differences in prices

those existing in May 1920. 


At the present rate of 
climb, 


wholesale prices should topple the 
1920 high about the end of Febru 
ary, the economists say —and keep 
on i going in contrast to the exper- 
ience 27 years ago. Then the index 
dropped from 167.2 to 96 in. May, 
1921, just one year later. It struck 
a bottom of 59.8 in February. 1933.

shooting for 1952 when they hope 
to lake over much of the Demo- 
cratic party outside the solid South. 
Wallace seems to be thinking in 
terms of a great farmer-labor co- 
alition party in 1952 of which 
would be the successful presiden- 
tial candidate. 


While many New Dealers are op-

ioyful. Rep. Clarence J. Brown of 
Ohio, chairman of the

Mr. Truman will be defeated and 
a Republican elected in 1948." 
Over the 
Mutual 
Broadcasting 
System last night, Wallace charged 
that both major parties were war 
parties in their leadership and pol- 
icies. He said the menace of war 
"can be met and overcome only 
by a new political alignment 
in 
America which requires organiza- 
tion of a new political party." Then 
he bitched his hat into the ring in 
these words: 
"To that end I announce tonight 
that I shall run as an independent 
candidate for president', of ,the Unit- 
ed States."

.Wallace made; no, mention

party. But he said he was aware 
that he :and his followers would be 
called "Russian tools and Commu- 
nists."

More Spending 
Shrinks Budget 
Surplus 


By CHARLES MOLONY 
Washington, Dec. 31 — (/P)— In- 


creased government spending and 
decreased revenues during the next 
fiscal year may result in a shrunk- 
en budget 
surplus of as little as 


S2,500,000,000 compared with this 
year's 
prospective 
$6,000,000,000, 


government analysts said today. 


The result would be far less lee- 


xvay for reducing the public debt 
and cutting income taxes than has 
existed' during the current fiscal 
year ending June 30. 


The analysts who made the fore- 


cast explained it this xvay: 


1. The administration hopes 
to 


reduce domestic spending, but its 
plans for foreign aid would run the 
total government outlay to around 
839,500,000,000 for the 1949 fiscal 
year compared xvith $37,000,000,000 
to $37,500,00,0 this year. 


2. Meanxvhile, even without a cut 


xvell over $43,00,000,000 this fiscal 
in taxes, revenues xx-ojld drop from 
year to perhaps as loxv as $42,000,- 
000,000 next year as declines in in- 
comes from such sources as sur- 
plus property sales offest possibly 
nifiher tax receipts.
